STORM-GOD. 


Ravages of Cyclones in the 
Northwest. 


Feartal Destruction of Life and Property in 
lilinois—A Balleon-shaped Uyclone— 
Scrious Loss of Life in Wisconsin. 


Curnton, Iil., May 19.—A _ terrible 
cyclone passed over this vicinity last 
night, doing an immense amount of 
damage to property and killing several 

rsons. The wind took a southeaster- 
y course and followed up Salt Creek in 
this county, on which line many houses 
were utterly destroyed. About six 
miles south of Clinton the wind tore 
down a house, killing Peter Clifton, his 
wife and eight-year-old daughter, and 
injuring another child of a family 
named Bennison. It injured seriously 
many other families. 


WORSE YET—A CYCLONE OF TERRIFIC VE- 
LOCITY. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ills., May 19.—The 


_ damage caused by the cyclone which 


visited this section of the State last 
night was more appalling than at first 
supposed. It assumed the form of a 
huge balloon just south of this city, and 
swept to the northeast with terriftic ve- 
locity, followed by unusual vividness of 
electricity. 
MORE RAVAGES. 

Stacnton, Ills., May 19.--At 10 
o’clock last night a tornado passed 
about three miles east of here. Build- 
ings were destroyed and orchards in- 
jyured. A construction crew, composed 
of about twenty-five of the Springfield 
and Southeastern Railway Company’s 
employés, were caught. Some were. 
sleeping ina large barn. Alli are seri- 
ously injured. Two were instantly 
killed. 


SAD WORK OF THE STORM IN WISCONSIN. 

Racine, Wis., May 19.—--An investiga- 
tion this morning only serves to swell 
the list of casualties and 
sweeping the desraction occasioned by 
the cyclojye last night. It is now as-

cerfiined that fully twenty-five persons 


have been killed and a hundred injured. 
One hundred and fifty houses have 
been demolished. 


THE STORM IN MORGAN COUNTY, ILLS. 

JACKSONVILLE, Ills, May 19.--Morgan 
county experienced, last evening, the 
most disastrous wind-storm ever known 
in her history. In this city there was 
considerable wind and rain, but no de- 
struction of life and property. On 
Grassy Prairie, eleven miles south, 
farm-houses were destroyed, a man, a 


boy and two children were killed, and 
others injured. Southeast of the city, 
along the line of the Jacksonville and 
Southeastern Railway, much damage 
is reported. Near I’ranklin the stonn 
was fearfu'ly destructive. At Risgate 
the house, barn and orchard of James 
Axley were swept away and his wife and 
children seriously injured. At Wood- 
lawn, where there was a fatally severe 
tornado three years ago, the railroad 
depot was destroyed and the cars blown 
from the track and into atoms, the track 
being partially torn up. The worst of 
the cyclone, however, was some nine 
miles north of here, on the Peoria 
branch of the Wabash. The storm was 
in the shape of 2 column and struck the 
south part of the town on the southern 
edge, going northeast completely across 
the business and residence portion of 
the place, 


SAN FRANCISCO. 


A Budget of News from the Bay 
qity. 

San Francisco, May 19.— Another 
case of mysterious disappearance is re- 
ported, although it is not yet reported 
to the police.

The Mexican Gov- 
“ernment was under the impression 
that he would be heard of in due 
time, and the military authorities 
contented themselves with helping 
to complete the cordon around 
the Apaches. The time that has elapsed 
since Cro.k went into the mountains 
has been so great that energetic means 
are now being taken to communicate with 
him at allhazards. On the 4th of the 
month a picked body of men, number- 
ing 250, chiefly infantry, left the Casa 
Grandes to penetrate into the heart of 
the mountains and to make a thorough 
exploration of all the mountain fast- 
nesses. This body is in command of 
Lieutenant Colonel Gollardo, an expe- 
rienced officer, who is well acquainted 
with the ground to be gone over.

Neither 
Bandola nor Garcia, lately in command, 
have received instructions as tu what 
Crook, by consent of the Government, 
is permitted to do. Bandola suys he 
will oblige all American military forces 
to adhere to the articles of the treaty. 
When Bandola received news of Crook’s 
arrival at Bavispe, he took immediate 
steps to guard aguinst the Indians mak- 


ing another raid if driven out 
of the mountains by Crook. 
Many who are _ familiar with 


with the Apaches state that Crook will 
not be able to find the Indians. If they 
learn of his approach they will scatter 
into small bands and hide in impenetra- 
ble fastnesses. Others confidently state 
that Crook will not be able to bring 
them to a fight because the Indians ex- 
hausted nearly all their ammunition on 
Garcia’s forces. 


OUR WHEAT CROP. 


Over 56,000,000 Bushels tor 1883— 
Freights and Passengers, 

San Francisco, May 19.—White & 
Lissak, prominent wheat authorities, 
place the wheat crop of this State this 
year at 56,950,000 bushels. They say 
that Tallmadge, of the Milwaukee 
Chamber of Commerce, who made an 


estimate of twenty-nine millions, made 
it in ignorance of the real facts, and is 
entirely too low.
